Meir Hospital 
to get new 
emergency wing

EFAR SABA. — An underground 
complex fully equipped to carry out 
operations in times of emergency 
will be one of the features of a new 
out-patient wing at the Kupat Holim 
Meir Hospital here, acting hospital

porters yesterdey. “This unit will 
not be opened unless there is a 
real national emergency,” Dr. Reiss 
told The Jerusalem Post before the 
ceremonial laying of the cornerstone.

He added that 
the new wing had been made pos- 
sible by a Iiém. donation by the 
Keren Gibor textile company. “This 
is the first donation of such 
magnitude by an Israeli company. 
We hope it will set an example 
to other firms,” Dr. Reiss said. 
The Meir Hospital was opened in 
1956 primarily for the treatment 
of tuberculosis patients. It became
